SIXTH   ANNUAL  SESSION, 

August  9,  10  and  n,  1892. 


Greensboro,  N.  C, 
Tuesday,  August  9,  1892. 

The  State  Alliance  was  convened  at  11  o'clock,  in  the  city 
of  Greensboro,  N.  C.,  and  a  reception  of  welcome  to  the  Order 
was  given  in  a  short  and  pointed  speech  from  the  Mayor  of 
that  city,  and  responded  to  by  President  Butler  in  like  man- 
ner. C.  W.  Macune,  of  National  Economist,  was  present  and 
made  a  few  remarks,  after  which  the  Alliance  adjourned  to 
meet  at  2  o'clock. 

At  2:15  p.  m.,  the  President  called  the  Alliance  to  order. 
On  the  account  of  the  absence  of  our  Chaplain,  Bro.  E.  Pope, 
Bro.  P.  H.  Massey  was  appointed  to  act  as  Chaplain  in  his 
stead.  After  a  beautiful  prayer,  the  following  Committee  was 
appointed  on  Credentials: 

A.  C.  Green,  S.  B.  Worthy,  J.  W.  Speas,  A.  S.  Peace  and 
J.  B.  Smith. 

On  account  of  absence  of  papers  which  had  been  sent  for 
by  the  Secretary,  the  Committee  on  Credentials  were 
requested  to  meet  at  Secretary-Treasurer's  room,  No.  22 
McAdoo  House,  at  10:30  o'clock  p.  m. 

An  appointment  for  8  o'clock  p.  m.,  was  made  for  Brother 
Macune  to  make  a  public  address,  after  which  memorial  ser- 
vices in  honor  of  Colonel  Polk  would  be  held. 
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The  President's  message,  with  recommendations,  was  then 
read,  and  is  as  follows: 

To  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance: 

Brethren— One  year  ago  you  placed  your  banner  in  my  hands."  You 
placed  me  in  the  front*  of  the  North  Carolina  division  of  the  great 
national  army  of  reformers.  It  was  a  position  of  tremendous  responsi- 
bility and  I  trust  I  felt  in  a  large  degree  the  gravity  of  the  situation.  It 
was  at  a  time  when  the  organization  was  entering  the  most  critical 
period  of  its  existence,  a  time  when  we  and  our  principles  were  to  be 
subjected  to  the  supremest  crucial  test.  The  year  has  been  a  stormy 
one.  Every  day,  Sundays  excluded,  the  fire  of  the  enemy  has  been 
poured  upon  us  with  merciless  force,  and  in  an  unscrupulous  manner. 
The  money  power  has  left  no  stone  unturned  to  crush  the  movement 
and  drown  the  cry  of  the  weak  for  mercy,  and  the  demand  of  freemen 
for  justice. 

To  day  we  meet  again.  Let  us  see  what  has  been  accomplished;  what 
the  present  status  of  the  organization  is,  and  what  is  our  duty  in  the 
future.  Every  reform  movement  has  its  various  stages  of  growth  and 
development.  Many  of  these  movements,  sooner  or  later,  reach  the 
stage  of  disintegration  and  decay.  This  has  been  the  case  when  the 
cause  has  been  slight  or  local,  or  temporary,  or  when  the  people  failed 
to  find  the  true  cause  for  a  real  wrong  and,  therefore,  could  not  apply 
the  true  remedy.  The  cause  of  the  present  movement  is  deep-rooted 
and  widespread.  It  is  one  that,  in  a  large  degree,  affects  alike  every 
laborer  and  wealth  producer  of  the  whole  country.  A  portion  of  those 
suffering  from  the  blighting  effects  of  some  great  influence  caused  them 
to  organize  to  study  the  situation.  They  formed  themselves  into  a  great 
vigilance  committee  to  search  for  the  cause,  a  cause  that  made  them 
poorer  while  each  worked  harder  and  created  more  wealth,  a  cause  that 
has  made  poor  a  people  whose  labor  has  made  their  country  rich.  Since 
this  class  of  men  and  this  condition  existed  in  every  quarter  of  the 
country,  the  organization  soon  spread  over  the  whole  country.  For 
years  the  cause,  or  rather  the  causes,  have  been  simultaneously  searched 
for  and  studied  from  Maine  to  California,  and  from  the  lakes  to  the 
gulf.  The  cause,  or  part  of  the  causes,  were  found.  The  whole  organi- 
zation agreed  on  them.  The  public  generally  agreed  that  the  evil  causes 
existed.  We  then  appealed  to  the  lawmakers  of  the*  country  for  a 
remedy.  Great  sympathy  was  expressed  for  our  condition,  but  no 
remedy  was  offered.  The  organization  then  formulated  its  own  reme- 
dies for  each  cause,  and  appealed  to  the  lawmakers  to  give  us  these 
remedies.  They  found  fault  with  our  remedies.  We  then  demanded 
that  they  should  give  those  demands  or  something  better.  That  was 
fair.     For  if  the  wrongs  exist,  if  unjust  and  oppressive  laws  are  on  the 
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statute  books,  it  is  the  duty  of  our  lawmakers  to  give  us  relief,  to  give 
us  our  remedy  or  a  better  one.  Up  to  date  the  demands  of  the  people 
have  been  ignored,  while  every  request  of  the  monopoly  corporations 
and  the  money  power  has  been  promptly  agreed  to.  We  have  just 
realized  that  the  organization  came  too  late  for  justice  to  be  gotten  by 
petition.  The  people  must  now  submit  like  slaves  or  take  political 
action  for  themselves. 

While  the  organization  has  been  making  this  progress,  what  has  the 
enemy  been  doing?  and  here  we  might  ask  who  the  enemy  is?  When 
under  unjust  conditions  a  certain  class  of  people  are  robbed  of  the  fruits 
of  their  labors,  some  other  class  gets  and  accumulates  what  the  other 
loses.  The  great  majority  have  been  losing  their  wealth,  the  fruits  of 
their  labors;  a  small  minority  have  been  getting  and  accumulating  their 
wealth,  earned  and  produced  by  the  majority.  Then  the  enemy  is  this 
small  class  who  are  not  wealth  creators,  but  who  are  rapidly  accumula- 
ting the  wealth  of  the  country.  This  class,  and  those  who  serve  them, 
either  for  pay  or  from  ignorance  and  party  prejudice,  as  forsooth  many 
or  all  of  us  did  until  recently. 

At  first  the  enemy  ignored  the  movement,  thinking  it  would  die  for 
the  want  of  their  condescending  attention.  But  they  had  not  compre- 
hended the  deep  and  widespread  causes  that  existed  and  were  at  work; 
the  causes  which  forced  the  people  to  organize  for  self -protection,  for 
self-preservation.  Their  next  move  was  to  capture  the  organization. 
In  this  and  their  whole  fight  on  the  organization,  their  most  powerful 
agents  have  been  the  machine  politician,  servile  or  hireling  newspa- 
per. They  patted  the  organization  on  the  back  and  had  the  tools  of 
plutocracy  to  pose  as  the  champions  of  the  people,  and  in  some  cases 
have  smuggled  them  into  the  fold  of  membership.  This  scheme  was  a 
partial  success.  Some  of  these  men,  their  tools  and  hirelings,  got  into 
Congress  by  the  votes  of  the  farmers  and  soon  showed  who  their  masters 
were  by  voting  against  the  free  coinage  of  silver,  and  every  other  meas- 
ure of  substantial  relief  for  the  people.  During  this  period  they  attacked, 
misrepresented,  abused,  villified  your  officers  and  leaders,  while  at  the 
same  time  they  professed  great  interest  hi  the  organization.  They  tried 
to  break  your  confidence  in  your  officers,  hoping  that  you  would  then 
be  governed  by  their  advice.  The  great  industrial  conference  of  labor 
organizations  at  St.  Louis  put  an  end  to  their  scheme.  The  people  were 
too  poor  to  be  fed  on  sympathy.  They  were  too  well  informed  to  be 
cajoled,  flattered  or  fooled  by  demagoguery.  They  were  too  brave  and 
courageous  to  be  daunted  by  even  the  gigantic  minions  of  aggregated 
capital.  That  magnificent  body  of  men,  representing  the  yeomanry, 
the  laborers  and  wealth-producers  of  America,  met  with  a  solemn  duty 
before  them.  They  were  brought  together  by  like  causes,  and  perforce 
with  great  unanimity  worked  for  the  same  end.  The  hour's  need  was 
unity  of  thought.     It  stands  crystalized  in  the  St.  Louis  platform — in 
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land,  transportation  and  finance,  the  three  great  cardinal  principles  of 
the  second  Declaration  of  American  Independence.  The  duty  of  that 
hour  was  unity  of  thought,  the  duty  of  this  hour  is  unity  of  action.  It 
is  easy,  to  pass  resolutions  expressing  sympathy  for  the  people;  it  is  easy 
to  speculate  in  reforms  for  selfish  ends,  but  when  the  hour  for  action 
comes,  then  is  the  supreme  test  of  patriotic  courage  and  loyalty  to  the 
people's  cause. 

What  is  the  enemy  doing  to  prevent  unity  of  action?  They  are  trying 
to  blind,  the  great  issues  at  stake  by  appeals  to  sectional  prejudice. 
Their  scheme  is  to  drown  reform  with  prejudice,  to  divide  reformers 
with  the  cry  of  force  bill.  This  scheme'  will  be  worked  by  politicians 
and  the  newspapers,  backed  by  tremendous  and  powerful  agencies. 
This  is  a  critical  hour.  The  liberties  of  the  people  are  at  stake.  The 
destiny  of  millions  living,  and  yet  unborn,  hang  in  the  balance.  We 
have  a  solemn  duty  to  perform;  the  battle  must  be  fought  by  us  and 
fought  now.  What  shall  be  the  result?  I  appeal  to  every  reformer  to 
stand  by  his  guns,  with  his  face  to  the  enemy.  Let  us  have  the  courage 
of  our  convictions,  and  the  manhood  to  stand  by  our  principles. 

THE  RALEIGH   CONFERENCE. 

On  April  17th  I  called  a  conference  of  the  Alliance  of  the  State 
through  one  representative  from  each  county.  I  did  it  in  the  interest 
of  our  principles  and  the  cause  of  reform.  While  at  times  during  the 
year  many  of  us  (though  a  unit  in  thought)  have  differed  in  judgment  as 
to  methods,  yet  to  day  the  organization  is  practically  a  unit  in  action  as 
well  as  thought.  I  believe  that  the  guidance  of  a  divine  hand  has 
turned  what  at  times  seemed  to  be  mistakes,  into  blessings.  Our  seem- 
ing errors  have  proved  to  be  the  essence  of  wisdom,  for  by  what  methods 
could  we  have  been  stronger  than  we  are  to-day  ?  Therefore,  let  us  at 
all  times,  have  that  charity  of  opinion  for  each  brother,  for  we  may 
3^.     honestly  differ,  that  we  have  a  right  to  expect  from  each  other  brother. 

DEATH  OP   COLONEL    POLK.

During  the  year  the  organization,  National  as  well  as  State,  has  suf- 
fered an  irreparable  loss,  and  each  member  has  felt  a  sore  bereavement 
by  the  untimely  death  of  our  great  and  beloved  leader,  Col.  L.  L,  Polk. 
We  have  never  known  a  purer  man,  nor  has  any  organization  ever  been 
blessed  with  a  more  ardent,  devoted  and  loyal  leader,  yet  his  charity 
toward  those  who  differed  with  him  in  opinion,  and  his  spirit  of  fairness 
towards  those  who  opposed  him,  was  almost  superhuman.  His  great 
work  and  his  magnificent  example  lives  after  him,  and  is  to-day  an 
inspiration  to  every  reformer  to  have  the  courage  of  his  convictions  and 
to  carry  on  the  work  for  humanity  so  grandly  and  heroically  begun.  Let 
us  build  a  fitting  monument  to  his  memory,  but  his  greatest  monument 
will  be  the  place  he  holds  in  the  hearts  of  his  people.  Let  his  last  words 
ever  be  the  motto  of  the  hour,  "  Do  your  duty." 
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PRESIDENT'S  RECOMMENDATIONS. 

REPRESENTATION. 

As  the  Constitution  now  stands,  the  representation  from  each  cbunty 
to  the  State  meeting  is  the  same,  whether  it  contains  few  or  many  mem- 
bers. You  see  that  now  100  members  of  the  organization  in  one  county 
may  have  as  much  weight  in  your  deliberations  as  1999  in  another.  I 
therefore  recommend  that  you  take  some  steps  towards  equalizing  repre- 
sentation, if  same  can  be  done  without  increasing  the  number  of  dele- 
gates, and  hence  the  expense  of  holding  State  meetings. 

STATE  ORGAN. 

As  you  are  all  aware,  The  Progressive  Farmer  recently  tendered  its 
resignation  as  the  official  organ  of  the  Alliance.  This  occurred  only  a 
few  days  prior  to  the  death  of  its  editor,  our  beloved  brother  and 
National  President.  The  resignation  has  not  been  officially  accepted  by 
your  State  administration.  The  reason  .for  this  is  that  we  felt  sure  that 
the  resignation  was  tendered  under  a  misunderstanding.  Had  Colonel 
Polk  lived,  we  feel  sure  he  would  have  withdrawn  the  resignation  which 
he  tendered,  feeling  and  believing  this,  is  why  the  resignation  has  not 
been  accepted. 

The  Progressive  Farmer,  even  before  the  Alliance  was  organized,  was 
battling  for  the  rights  of  the  people.  It  was  one  of  the  pioneers  in  the 
great  reform  movement  that  now  extends  over  this  whole  country.  As 
organ  of  the  Alliance  it  has  ever  stood  true  to  the  people,  and  been  not 
only  the  greatest  agency  in  building  up  the  organization,  but  the  most 
powerful  agency  of  this  Order  in  furthering  its  plans  and  executing  its 
purposes.  No  paper  in  the  State  has  ever  wielded  such  an  influence,  or 
had  more  justly  the  confidence  and  backing  of  the  people.  But  it  has 
always  been  our  opinion  that  the  State  organ  should  be  the  property 
of  the  organization,  and  that,  if  possible,  a  copy  should  be  furnished  to 
each  member  of  the  Order,  free  of  extra  charge  above  his  quarterly 
dues.  This  can  be  done,  and  in  our  opinion  it  is  important  that  it  should 
be  done;  therefore,  we  commend  it  to  your  careful  consideration.  The 
foundation  and  mainspring  of  this  reform  movement  is  reading  and 
education,  and  if  every  member  could  be  furnished  reform  literature, 
at  least  a  copy  of  the  State  organ,  the  organization  would  be  well  nigh 
invincible. 

If  you  agree  with  me  as  to  the  desirability  of  this  plan,  then,  as  to  one 
method  of  making  it  feasible,  I  recommend  that  you  amend  the  Consti- 
tution as  to  the  apportionment  of  the  quarterly  dues  so  as  to  place  five 
cents  of  each  quarter  to  the  Sub-Alliance,  and  five  cents  to  County  Alli- 
ance, and  fifteen  cents  to  State  Alliance,  ten  cents  of  which  latter  amount 
shall  be  for  the  subscription  price,  in  whole  or  in  part,  for  the  State 
organ. 
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The  recommendations  of  the  President  were  referred  to 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

The  Executive  Committee  made  the  following  report: 

Brother  President — Your  Executive  Committee  has  held  four  meet- 
ings during  the  year,  and  will  have  the  minutes  read  in  order  to  give 
you  a  little  better  understanding  of  its  work  than  could  be  given  in  this 
report. 

The  books  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  and  State  Business  Agent  have 
been  examined  and  found  correct,  and  your  attention  is  called  to  the 
report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer,  showing  the  expense  of  each  depart- 
ment. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  the  change  of  the  lecture  system. 
It  is  more  expensive  than  any  we  have  heretofore  had,  and  the  good 
work  accomplished  is  not  in  proportion  to  its  cost.  Attention  is  called 
to  the  report  of  the  Trustee,  and  action  should  betaken  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  his  report  in  regard  to  collection  of  such  accounts  as  may 
become  a  charge  against  the  State  Agency  Fund. 

Your  Committee  will  make  an  oral  report  upon  such  subjects  as  it 
deems  inexpedient  to  embrace  in  this  report.

Committee  Present. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  next  read  his  report,  which  is  as 
follows: 

Brother  President — The  past  year  has  been  one  of  the  hardest  to  the 
organization  that  it  has  ever  experienced.  The  crops  were  generally 
very  poor;  prices  obtained  were  below  the  cost  of  production;  money 
scarce,  and,  consequently,  rates  of  interest  high.  All  of  which  had  its 
effect  upon  each  individual  member  of  our  Order.  Thousands  of  our 
people  who  are  true  to  Alliance  principles  have  been  suspended  for  non- 
payment of  dues.  This  seems  to  some  as  a  poor  excuse,  but  yet  we 
know  that  there  are  a  great  many  of  our  people,  who  handle  but  little 
money  from  their  labor,  and  when  they  do  get  hold  of  it,  there  are  so 
many  needs  for  its  immediate  use  in  their  homes,  that  the  Sub- Alliance 
does  not  get  it.  If  prices  had  been  but  fair  for  farm  products,  1  believe 
that  the  Order  would  have  been  stronger  numerically  25  per  cent, 
than  it  was  one  year  ago.  Only  65  Sub- Alliances  have  surrendered 
their  charters  since  the  first  one  was  issued  in  1887,  10  of  these  in  the 
last  year;  while  we  have  added  to  our  number  23  new  Sub- Alliances 
since  the  meeting  at  Morehead  City  one  year  ago,  making  the  number 
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in  all  on  our  book  2,244  which  have  been  organized  in  the  State.  While 
the  organization  is  not  so  large  numerically  as  it  was  one  year  ago,  yet 
those  who  are  on  our  rolls  are  closer  identified  with  the  demands;  are 
more  of  a  unit  on  the  things  essential,  and  the  order  is  really  stronger. 
More  reading  matter  has  been  carried  into  their  homes  and  the  educa- 
tion of  our  people  upon  economic  questions  has  never,  in  the  same 
length  of  time,  been  so  great.  This  has  not  simply  gone  on  in  our  ranks, 
but,  like  good  Samaritans,  as  all  true  Alliancemen  are,  education  has  been 
extended  through  their  efforts  throughout  the  rural  districts  wherever 
a  Sub- Alliance  has  been  organized.  It  is  now  reaching  into  the  towns  and 
villages,  and  thousands  there  are  being  converted  to  the  correctness  of 
our  demands.  I  regret  that  during  the  past  summer  and  fall  that 
speakers  could  not  be  supplied  for  the  many  calls  made  on  me.  In  many 
cases  time  was  not  given,  and  in  other  cases  the  speakers  were  unavoid- 
ably hindered  from  being  present  after  arrangements  had  been  made. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee,  August  7,  there  were 
26  County  Alliances  that  had  failed  to  make  their  reports  or  send  in 
their  dues.  The  majority  of  the  county  secretaries  had  reported  in  less 
than  ten  days.  There  seemingly  should  be  no  excuse  for  this  neglect  of 
duty,  as  it  keeps  the  Executive  Committee  from  getting  a  full  review 
of  the  situation,  and  of  great  trouble  to  your  Secretary-Treasurer.

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The  Business  Agent  next  made  his  Annual  Keport  which  is 
as  follows : 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  August  8,  1892. 
To  the  Secretary  of  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance  : 

In  making  this  my  third  annual  statement  of  the  transactions  of  the 
Business  Agency,  I  beg  leave  to  say  that  in  some  lines  our  business 
has  greatly  increased  in  volume,  and  had  our  cotton  trade  in  fertilizers 
been  equal  to  last  year,  we  would  have  a  larger  showing  than  ever. 

The  very  low  price  of  cotton  caused  the  fertilizer  trade  to  be  very  light 
in  the  cotton  district,  while  in  the  tobacco  district  it  was  increased. 

There  were  some  of  our  agents  that  have  handled  other  guanos,  and 
said  the  reason  that  they  did  so  they  could  not  make  money  on  the 
"Farmers  Alliance  Official,"  and  could  on  brands  not  so  well  known  to 
the  brethren.  I  would  recommend  that  the  same  brokerage  be  allowed 
all  the  agents  who  deliver  fertilizer  this  year,  as  per  resolution  passed 
one  year  ago,  which  is  as  follows  : 

Resolved,  That  the  State  Alliance  recommend  that  none  of  its  mem- 
bers buy  any  fertilizer  from  any  firm  or  manufacturer  who  will  not  con- 
tract with  your  State  Agent  to  give  same  terms  and  prices  as  they  do 
their  local  agents  and  best  customers — then  put  a  brokerage  of  fifty 
cents  per  ton,  one-half  to  be  paid  to  agent  for  handling  it  and  the  other 
half  to  the  State  Executive  Committee  to  pay  expenses  of  Business 
Agent's  office,  and  to  keep  Lecturers  in  the  field. 

We  have  had  one  class  of  persons  that  have  troubled  us  very  much; 
they  are  the  commercial  drummers.  They  visit  Alliance  Stores  and 
stores  kept  by  our  agents,  and  do  all  they  can  by  holding  out  induce- 
ments to  sub-Agents  to  buy  from  them,  so  that  they,  may  kill  the  State 
Agency  and  then  have  it  their  own  way. 

Our  sewing-machine  sales  have  not  been  as  large  this  year  as  last.  The 
first  year's  sales  amounted  to  sixty  (60)  machines;  the  second  year  four 
hundred  and  fourteen  (414);  and  the  third  year,  the  present  year,  we 
have  sold  three  hundred  and  ninety-three  (393),  making  the  total  number 
of  machines  sold  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven  (867). 

By  order  of  the  Executive  Committee  I  sent  out  new  bonds  last 
December  to  all  sub-Business  Agents,  asking  them  to  make  justified 
bonds  to  me  by  doing  so  they  could  get  goods  on  thirty  (30)  days  time, 
the  same  as  County  Agents. 

We  have  between  250  and  300  of  said  bonds  in  our  office,  and  they  have 
done. quite  a  large  amount  of  trade.  Their  orders  have  been  smaller  than 
last  year,  but  we  have  reached  many  of  our  brethren  this  year  that  we 
did  not  before.    This  has  been  a  great  blessing  to  many  Sub-Alliances. 

In  obedience  to  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Fertilizer  at  More- 
head  City  last  year  I  make  the  following  report:  J  issued  a  circular 
letter  to  all  manufacturers,  who  sold  goods  in  North  Carolina  last 
year,  asking  them  to  make  me  an  offer  on  their  own  goods  and  to  bid 
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for  our  regular  formula.  Seventy-nine  (79)  were  written  to;  eight 
offered  to  furnish  us,  eighteen  declined,  and  the  remainder  did  not  favor 
us  with  a  reply.  I  gave  the  contract  to  the  Durham  Fertilizer  Company 
of  Durham,  North  Carolina,  as  their  bid  was  best  for  the  farmers.  I 
have  sent  inclosed  circular  letter  to  all  parties  whose  name  appears  on 
Department  Bulletin,  and  have  with  me  the  replies  that  I  have  received. 
I  have  thought  it  best  to  close  the  contract  with  the  Durham  Fertilizer 
Company,  who  have  made  our  guano  for  the  past  three  years. 

At  our  last  annual  meeting  there  was  a  suit  pending  by  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  vs.  Durham  Fertilizer  Company,  for  the  seizure  of  sixty- 
one  (61)  bags  of  Farmers'  Alliance  Official  Guano,  and  as  the  Alliance 
Committee  passed  upon  my  action  in  the  case,  I  will  report  that  I  attended 
the  suit  at  Oxford,  and  after  the  Department  of  Agriculture  examined 
two  of  its  witnesses,  they  admitted  that  they  could  not  get  along  and 
would  take  a  nonsuit,  as  they  could  not  establish  the  first  issue.  The 
court  gave  judgment  against  them  for  costs,  and  they  took  an  appeal 
that  we  have  not  heard  from. 

There  is  a  large  class  of  good  citizens  in  our  State  who  are  with  us  in 
our  reform  movement,  and  would  be  active  members  in  the  order  but 
for  the  fact  that  their  church  relations  forbid  them  from  belonging  to 
any  secret  organization.  I  would  recommend  that  those  who  are  eligible 
be  allowed  all  the  benefits  of  our  trade  arrangements  by  paying 
the  regular  fee  for  entrance  and  annual  dues,  and  that  they  be  made 
honorary  members,  having  all  the  benefits  and  advantages  of  the 
Alliance,  except  they  cannot  participate  in  our  private  meetings.  They 
would  add  strength  to  our  Order. 

I  would  recommend  that  Article  on  Business  Agency,  page  28,  be  so 
amended  that  your  State  Business  Agent  can  sell  to  those  outside  the 
Alliance  at  an  advance  over  Alliancemen,  and  pay  the  same  taxes  to  the 
State  that  others  doing  the  same  business  pay.  For  instance,  take  the 
agency  of  Agricultural  Machinery:  it  is  much  the  best  to  have  the  entire 
control  of  the  State  than  partial  control. 

Life  insurance  is  a  very  prudent  way  of  providing  for  wife  and  chil- 
dren, many  of  us  think. 

I  accepted  a  proposition  from  the  Philadelphia  Mutual  Life  Associa- 
tion to  insure  at  20  per  cent,  discount  the  first  year.  It  was  not  a 
success,  as  many  of  the  brethren  do  not  care  to  insure,  and  so  many 
others  who  do  want  insurance  cannot  raise  the  money. 

The  State  Alliance  did  not  lose  anything  at  all  by  the  trial.  I  now 
wish  to  annul  any  connection  with  it  and  the  State  Alliance. 

I  suppose  there  will  be  something  presented  on  insurance,  perhaps 
more  acceptable. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  Section  3,  Article  13,  be  amended  by 
striking  out  the  word  ''fifty"  and  in  lieu  thereof  insert  "twenty-five."

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The  Trustee  made  the  following  Report: 

TRUSTEE'S  REPORT. 

Your  Trustee  regrets  to  report  so  many  accounts  uncollected.  He  has 
appealed  to  the  debtors  and  written  to  the  Lecturers,  but  they  have 
given  little  attention  to  the  appeals.  He  has  pefrained  from  going  into 
the  courts  against  the  brothers,  as  our  Constitution  seems  to  forbid  it, 
and  he  might  be  thrown  out  with  costs  to  pay  and  thus  increase  amount 
of  loss. 

Section  2,  Article  6  of  the  Constitution  says:  "It  is  deemed  contrary 
to  the  spirit  of  the  Ord,er  for  brethren  to  go  to  law  with  each  other."  I 
would  be  glad  to  have  a  deliverance  from  the  Alliance,  as  to  whether 
this  prohibits  the  Trustee  and  Business  Agent  from  resorting  to  the  law 
in  collecting  delinquent  accounts,  and  limits  us  agents  and  their  bonds- 
men. 

In  the  event  the  Alliance  authorizes  sureties  at  law  for  collection,  I 
recommend  that  the  State  Business  Agent  be  directed  to  close  the  ac- 
counts of  J.  W.  Miller  and  W.  M.  Murrill.  They  dispute  the  accounts, 
hence  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  have  them  present,  and  it  seems  un- 
necessary to  have  the  expense  of  the  Trustee's  transportation  additional. 

Cotton  bagging  seems  unsaleable  for  anything,  unless  it  be  rag  stock 
for  paper,  and  for  this  will  bring  very  little.  The  Business  Agent  and 
Trustee  have  made  strenuous  efforts  to  accomplish  sales,  but,  as  the 
reports  show,  with  little  result.  The  Trustee  has  therefore  determined, 
subject  to  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee,  to  reimburse  the  fund 
from  outstanding  accounts  and  turn  in  receipts  from  sales  as  they  occur, - 
as  profits  or  increase  from  the  fund.  Cotton  bagging  was  the  greatest 
mistake  the  Alliance  has  ever  made.  The  factories  having  sold  output 
for  three  months,  made  all  possible  for  December,  and  it  was  not 
received  until  too  late  for  use.  This  has  been  the  cause  of  the  trouble. 
The  brethren  would  have  used  it  at  the  sacrifice  if  it  had  been  received 
in  time. 

There  are  frequent  applications  to  the  Trustee  for  return  of  money 
contributed  to  the  Fund,  several  hundred  having  been  received  this 
year.  There  is  no  provision  for  return  of  contributions,  except  on  dis- 
solution of  State  Alliance.  The  Trustee's  bond  would  be  responsible 
for  any  money  so  returned. 

There  are  also  suggestions  sometimes  to  have  it  used  as  a  Cash  Fund 
in  the  hands  of  the  State  Business  Agent.  Under  the  conditions  which 
it  was  contributed  this  is  impossible.  Contributions  were  not  made  until 
the  plan  was  formulated,  and  for  the  purposes  therein  set  forth  it  can- 
not be  divested  without  violation  of  conditions,  and  would  be  dangerous 
to  the  Trustee  and  his  bondsmen.  If  any  change  is  desired,  I  suggest 
the  Executive  Committee  be  instructed  to  obtain  authority  by  law  for 
the  action.     If  indeed  they  can  do  so,  any  attempt  to  change  would,  I 
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fear,  lead  to  efforts  to  withdraw  contributions,  and  perhaps  destruction 
of  the  Fund.    I  can  see  no  better  or  safer  way  than  at  present  used,  and 
believe  we  have  the  best  business  system  of  all  the  State  Alliances.

Resolution  "H"  on  Organ  for  State  Alliance,  referred  to 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-laws.

Brasstown,  N.  C,  August  6,  1892 

Mr.  President  and  Brethren  of  the 

North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance : 

Allow  me  to  submit  to  you  my  annual  report  as  Lecturer  of  our  noble 
Order. 

Permit  me  to  begin  my  report  with  an  apology.  Sickness  and  death 
in  my  family  this  year  have  prevented  me  from  doing  the  work  I  con- 
templated when  elected.  Having  lost  my  oldest  daughter  in  March  and 
my  youngest  in  July  following,  my  expectations  and  hopes  for  canvas- 
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ing  the  entire  State  were  blasted,  but  I  have  visited  about  sixty  counties 
of  the  State,  and  while  I  found  the  Order  in  most  of  these  counties  in 
better  condition  than  I  had  expected,  yet  it  is  not  what  it  ought  to  be, 
or  will  be  in  the  future,  provided  we  make  no  serious  mistakes. 

The  attention  on  the  part  of  the  people  to  the  discussion  of  Alliance 
principles,  and  the  courtesy  and  kindness  paid  me,  is  sufficient  to  con- 
vince anyone  that  the  people  are  in  dead  earnest  for  reform.  We,  the 
toilers  and  bread-winners  of  the  land,  have  been  laboring  under  many 
disadvantages,  the  real  nature  and  cause  of  which  we  are  just  beginning 
to  learn,  and  now  the  evidence  and  hope  of  a  brighter  day  may  cause 
us  to  run  too  fast,  and  thus  destroy  our  opportunities  to  accomplish  our 
ends  and  purposes. 

So  brethren,  let  prudence,  judgment  and  conservatism  characterize 
our  every  action  in  this  our  annual  session  of  the  State  Alliance.  It  is 
a  conceded  fact  by  all  parties,  so  far  as  I  know,  that  if  the  Alliance 
pulls  through  the  breakers  of  this  political  campaign,  her  success  is 
assured,  on  the  other  hand  if  she  flounders,  our  hopes  are  blasted. 

No  organization  of  which  I  have  any  knowledge  has  made  such  won- 
derful progress  as  ours,  considering  our  opportunities.  Let  the  good 
work  continue.

The  report  of  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws, 
which  had  not  been  finished  in  morning  session,  was  taken 
up  and  the  resolution  to  abolish  the  office  of  State  Steward 
was  adopted.  Also,  the  resolution  to  abolish  the  State  Lec- 
ture Bureau  was  adopted. 

That  part  of  the  President's  message  in  regard  to  ratio  of 
representation  to  the  State  Alliance  was  reported  adversely 
by  the  Committee,  which  was  sustained  by  the  State  Alliance. 

Resolution  to  amend  that  part  of  the  Constitution,  Art.  10, 
which  relates  to  the  mileage  and  per  diem  of  officers  and  del- 
egates, is  as  follows  :  No  change  as  to  President's  salary.  The 
salary  of  Secretary-Treasurer  remains  as  before,  with  a  limit 
to'  clerical  assistance  to  $250  per  annum.  The  mileage  and 
per  diem  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  as  follows : 
Actual  transportation  expenses  and  three  dollars  per  day, 
with  reasonable  compensation  for  postage  and  stationery. 
That  part  of  the  section  relative  to  per  diem  of  delegates  is 
unchanged;  the  mileage  was  reduced  to  actual  transporta- 
tion expenses. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  made  a  fur- 
ther report,  which  was  placed  on  the  calendar. 
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Resolution  "K,"  with  reference  to  organ,  was  referred  to 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

Resolution  "L"  referred  to  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
By-Laws. 

Resolution  "M"  referred  to  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
By-Laws. 

Resolution  "N"  referred  to  Committee  on  Education. 

Resolution  "  0"  referred  to  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
By-Laws. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Bro.  Wardell  relative  to  Alliance 
Aid  Society,  and  referred  to  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
By-Laws. 

That  part  of  President's  message  relating  to  defunct  Alli- 
ances and  referred  to  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws  was  reported  favorably  by  the  Committee,  and  was 
adopted,  and  is  as  follows  :  A  section  to  be  added  and  to  be 
known  as  Sec.  9,  Art.  5  of  Constitution  :  "  Sub-Alliances  who 
have  forfeited  or  surrendered  their  charters  may  be  re-organ- 
ized by  making  application  to  Secretary  State  Alliance,  which 
application  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  fifty  cents  for 
each  member  who  signs  such  application.  On  receipt  of  such 
application  accompanied  by  fees,  the  Secretary  shall  forward 
to  the  Sub-Alliance  a  duplicate  of  their  old  or  new  charter, 
provided  that  not  less  than  five  shall  make  application." 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  reported 
adversely  on  Resolutions  "Y,"  "A"  and  "B,"  and  recom- 
mended that  they  do  not  pass,  and  on  motion,  they  were  tabled. 

The  report  of  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  was  read 
and  adopted  as  follows :

REPORT  OF  JUDICIARY  COMMITTEE. 

Members  present — Elias  Carr,  Chairman;  Dr.  N.  M.  Culbreth,  W.  C. 
Connell,  M.  G.  Gregory. 

Art.  VI,  sec.  2.     Case,  Trustee  v.  various  debtors  to  B.  A.  Fund. 

The  Judiciary  Committee,  to  whom  has  been  referred  the  report  of 
the  Trustee  concerning  power  to  bring  suit  in  courts  against  brethren 
who  are  delinquents  in  payment  of  accounts,  recommend  that  above 
(Art,  VI,  sec.  2)  be  amended  by  adding  at  end  of  section,  "  but  if  this 
fails,  then  the  courts  of  law  may  be  resorted  to  in  the  settlement  of  the 
matter."     Recommendation  adopted. 

1.  With  reference  to  bringing  suits  against  parties  mentioned  by  Bro. 
Worth,  we  recommend  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee 
for  such  action  as  they  deem  advisable.  Referred  to  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

2.  We  recommend  for  the  present  that  no  change  be  made  in  the 
B.  A.  Fund,  and  that  any  change  be  left  with  the  Legislative  Committee, 
with  power  to  consult  counsel  and  recommend  to  the  Legislature  any 
amendments  necessary  in  the  act  of  incorporation  to  carry  into  effect 
any  proposed  change  of  the  conduct  of  the  fund,  and  the  Trustee  obtain 
from  the  Alliances  and  members  contributing  to  the  fund,  their  wishes 
as  to  any  changes  or  amendments  to  said  fund,  and  report  to  the  Legis- 
lative Committee. 

Case,  Pinnacle  Alliance,  No.  2,214  v.  Independent  Alliance,  No.  2,235. 
That  the  same  be  dismissed  for  the  want  of  proper  papers  and  juris- 
diction in  the  case.     Case  dismissed. 

3.  The  fact  of  there  being  no  constitutional  provision  or  other  authority 
for  providing  for  meetings  of  this  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  consider- 
ing questions  presented  for  its  decision,  we  recommend  that  its  chair- 
man be  empowered  to  call  said  Committee,  when  in  his  judgment  it 
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shall  be  necessary,  at  an  expense  not  to  exceed  the  per  diem  and  mileage 
paid  delegates  to  State  Alliance,  provided  the  said  Committee  does  not 
meet  oftener  than  twice  in  twelve  months. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

Recommendation  adopted. 

Resolution  "P"  was  refered  to  Committee  on  Relief. 

Resolution  "R"  was  referred  to  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  By-Laws. 

Resolutions  4,  2  and  18  were  taken  from  calendar  and' 
tabled. 

Resolution  "S,"  in  regard  to  the  adoption  of  the  St.  Louis 
demands,  as  adopted  at  the  St.  Louis  Conference,  which  was 
amended  by  adding  State  demands,  was  set  as  special  order 
for  8: 30  o'clock. 

Resolution  "  T,"  to  limit  debate  on  demands  to  five  minutes, 
was  amended  to  limit  debate  to  two  minutes.  The  amend- 
ment was  lost.     The  resolution  was  then  withdrawn. 

Brother  McCaskey  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote  for  the 
demands  to  be  the  special  order  for  8:  30  o'clock,  and  that  the 
discussion  should  begin  at  once,  but  that  the  vote  be  not 
taken  till  special  hour  set  at  night  session.     Adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Business  Agency  then  made  a  report, 
and,  on  motion,  the  report  was  unanimously  adopted,  which 
is  as  follows: 

Whereas,  We,  your  Committee  on  Business  Agency,  have  taken  into 
consideration  those  methods,  as  reported  by  the  Business  Agent,  which 
are  detrimental  to  the  success  of  this  Agency,  find  that  a  chief  cause  of 
want  of  perfect  success  lies  in  the  fact  that  many  of  our  County  Busi- 
ness Agents  are  dealing  in  other  brands  of  goods,  especially  fertilizers, 
that  do  not  allow  any  per  cent,  to  this  Agency;  therefore, 

We  do  recommend  that  the  matter  be  brought  before  the  Sub- Alli- 
ances, and  that  these  Agents  be  urged  to  deal  only  through  the  State 
Agency. 

We  recommend  that  this  Convention  re-affirm  the  resolution  adopted 
at  Morehead  last  year,  pertaining  to  the  purchase  and  sale  of  fertilizers 
through  our  Business  Agency,  and  that  we  urge  that  this  resolution  be 
read  before  every  Sub- Alliance  in  the  State  by  their  respective  Secreta- 
ries, and  that  the  County  and  Sub- Lecturers  explain    the  same.     And 
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that  we  cannot  insist  too  strongly  that  our  Business  Agents,  both  Sub 
and  County,  also  Alliance  merchants,  confine  their  purchases  to  the 
State  Business  Agency. 

We  further  beg  leave  to  report,  that  after  a  full  enquiry  into  the 
methods  of  our  State  Business  Agency,  we  cannot  recommend  the  same 
too  highly  to  the  confidence  and  patronage  of  our  people. 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  the  membership  of  the  Farmers' 
Alliance  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  to  extend  to  the  various  manu- 
factories, carried  on  in  this  State  under  the  auspices  of  the  organization,  a 
liberal  patronage  and  support. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  the  Secretary  read  the 
names  of  those  not  having  used  free  passes,  which  was  done. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  .that  the  names  of  those  not 
having  used  free  passes  should  be  published  by  the  Secre- 
tary in  some  reform  paper. 

Resolution  "N"  was  read,  and,  on  motion,  was  laid  on  the 
table. 

The  Alliance  then  adjourned  till  8:30  o'clock  p.  m. 


Night  Session. 

The  Alliance  was  called  to  order  by  President  Butler  at 
8:45. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Demands  and  Resolutions 
was  taken  up,  and  the  State  demands  were  read,  as  reported 
by  the  Committee,  and,  after  full  and  free  discussion,  they 
were  adopted  unanimously. 

STATE   DEMANDS. 

Whereas,  The  last  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  failed  to  pass 
a  bill  reducing  the  legal  rate  of  interest  to  6  per  cent. ;  and  whereas,  we 
endorse  the  position  of  those  who  used  their  efforts  and  votes  to  pass 
such  a  measure;  therefore, 

We  demand  of  our  General  Assembly  at  its  next  session  to  pass  a  bill 
reducing  the  legal  rate  of  interest  to  6  per  cent. 

We  demand  of  our  General  Assembly  at  its  next  session  the  passage  of 
a  secret  ballot  law,  with  a  provision  in  said  law  that  will  secure  to  voters 
who  cannot  read  an  opportunity  to  vote. 
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Whereas,  There  are  large  railroad  properties  and  interests  in  this  State 
now  escaping  taxation  in  whole  or  in  part;  and  whereas  further,  it  is  in 
the  province  of  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  to  make  all 
property  in  the  State  bear  its  equal  burden  of  taxation;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  demand  of  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina 
to  force,  as  far  as  is  in  its  power,  all  railroad  property  and  interests  that 
are  now  escaping  taxation,  in  whole  or  in  part,  to  pay  its  full  and  equal 
share  of  taxes  for  support  of  the  government  of  North  Carolina  as  the 
property  of  farmers,  laborers  and  other  citizens  are  now  taxed. 

2.  That  we  demand  that  no  further  franchises  or  privileges  in  the  way 
of  amended  or  extended  charters  or  otherwise  be  granted  any  corpora- 
tion claiming  exemption  of  taxation,  until  such  corporation  or  corpora- 
tions make  a  complete  and  unqualified  surrender  of  any  claimed  exemp- 
tion from  taxation. 

Whereas,  it  is  believed  by  many  that  there  will  be  an  effort  to  repeal 
the  Railroad  Commission  Bill,  or  cripple  it  by  amendments;  therefore, 

We  demand  of  the  next  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  that  it 
shall  sustain  the  present  Railroad  Commission  Bill,  that  no  amendments 
lessening  or  hampering  the  power  of  the  Commissioners  shall  be  passed, 
and  that  only  amendments  (if  any  at  all)  such  as  may  or  will  increase 
the  efficiency  of  the  Commission  and  perfect  the  machinery  and  details 
of  the  same,  shall  be  enacted  into  law. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  the  special  hour  for  elec- 
tion of  officers,  which  had  arrived,  should  be  postponed  until 
after  the  St.  Louis  demands  were  disposed  of. 

These  demands  Were  then  taken  up,  and,  without  any  dis- 
cussion, were  adopted  by  a  rising  vote  of  the  Alliance. 

FINANCE. 

First. — We  demand  a  National  currency,  sound  and  flexible,  issued 
by  the  general  government  only,  a  full  legal  tender  for  all  debts,  public 
and  private;  and  that  without  the  use  of  banking  corporations  a  just, 
equitable  and  efficient  means  of  distribution  direct  to  the  people  at  a  tax 
not  to  exceed  2  per  cent,  be  provided,  as  set  forth  in  the  Sub-Treasury 
plan  of  the  Farmers'  Alliance,  or  some  better  system;  also,  by  payments 
in  discharge  of  its  obligations  for  public  improvements. 

a.  We  demand  free  and  unlimited  coinage  of  silver. 

b.  We  demand  that  the  amount  of  circulating  medium  be  speedily 
increased  to  not  less  than  $50  per  capita. 

c.  We  demand  a  graduated  income  tax. 

d.  We  believe  that  the  money  of  the  country  should  be  kept  as  much 
as  possible  in  the  hands  of  the  people,  and  hence  we  demand  all  National 
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and  State  revenue  shall  be  limited  to  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  gov- 
ernment economically  and  honestly  administered. 

e.  We  demand  that  postal  savings  banks  be  established  by  the  gov- 
ernment for  the  safe  deposit  of  the  earnings  of  the  people  and  to  facili- 
tate exchange. 

LAND. 

Second. — The  land,  including  all  the  natural  resources  of  wealth,  is 
the  heritage  of  all  the  people,  and  should  not  be  monopolized  for  specu- 
lative purposes,  and  alien  ownership  of  land  should  be  prohibited.  All 
land  now  held  by  railroads  and  other  corporations  in  excess  of  their 
actual  needs,  and  all  lands  now  owned  by  aliens,  should  be  reclaimed 
by  the  government  and  held  for  actual  settlers  only. 

TRANSPORTATION. 

Third. — Transportation  being  a  means  of  exchange  and  a  public  neces- 
sity, the  government  should  own  and  operate  the  railroads  in  the  inter- 
est of  the  people. 

a.  The  telegraph  and  telephone,  like  the  postoffice  system,  being  a 
necessity  for  transmission  of  news,  should  be  owned  and  operated  by 
the  government  in  the  interest  of  the  people. 

The  special  hour  for  election  of  officers  was  the  next  thing 
in  order,  as  announced  by  the  President. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  all  persons  placed  in  nomi- 
nation for  officers  in  this  State  Alliance  should  define  their 
position  on  State  and  National  demands.

Thursday,  August  11th,  1892. 

The  Alliance  was  called  to  order  by  President  Butler  at 
9:45  a.  m. 

Prayer  was  made  by  Bro.  Hoover,  of  Wilson  County,  the 
Chaplain  not  being  present,  who  was  assigned  that  duty. 

The  proceedings  of  Wednesday  were  read,  and  on  motion, 
were  adopted. 

President  appointed  a  committee  of  six  on  Internal  Im- 
provements, consisting  of  brothers  White,  Rodgers,  Weaver, 
Stokes,  Barrier  and  Hinshaw. 

Resolution  "V,"  in  regard  to  President's  salary,  was 
adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  State  President  shall  be  $200  per 
year  for  office  work,  with  necessary  stationery,  postage  and  traveling 
expenses;  and  for  what  lecturing  may,  in  his  and  the  judgment  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  be  necessary  for  him  to  do,  that  he  receive  three 
dollars  per  day  and  traveling  expenses. 

It  was  moved  by  Bro.  Howland  that  none  of  the  delegates 
be  excused  before  the  adjournment  of  this  body,  unless  on 
account  of  sickness  of  self  or  family,  which  was  amended  by 
Bro.  Green  that  no  delegate  be  paid  his  mileage  and  per 
diem  until  this  body  adjourned.     Adopted. 

Resolution  "Z"  was  read,  and,  on  motion,  was  adopted 
with  instructions  that  the  Secretary  forward  a  copy  of  them 
to  Mr.  Watson.     They  are  as  follows  : 
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Resolved,  That  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance,  now'in 
session,  endorse  the  course  of  Hon.  Thomas  Watson,  of  Georgia,  in  the 
present  Congress,  and  congratulate  the  people  of  the  United^States,  and 
especially  of  his  district,  that  they  have  a  man  who  cannorbe  intimi- 
dated by  the  powers  of  Wall  street. 

Resolution  20  referred  to  Committee  on  Demands  and  Res- 
olutions. 

Resolution  12,  as  amended  and  adopted,  is  as  follows : 

Resolved,  That  we  endorse  those  members  of  Congress  who  used  their 
influence  to  pass  the  "  Anti-Option  Bill." 

The  President  appointed  brothers  Mewborne,  English, 
Wilson  and  Long  a  Committee  on  Resolutions  relative  to 
the  death  of  Colonel  Polk. 

Resolution  No.  15,  introduced  by  Warren  County  Alliance, 
was  read  by  sections,  and  Section  1  was  recommitted: 

Section  2  was  adopted  as  follows: 

Res&lved,  That  we  hold  up  the  hands  of  the  Railroad  Commission. 

Section  3  was  adopted  as  follows : 

Resolved,  To  secure  by  legislative  enactment  the  establishment  of  a 
house  of  correction  for  young  criminals. 

Section  4  was  adopted  as  follows: 

That  the  law  for  the  collection  of  agricultural  statistics  for  the  State 
be  abolished. 

Resolution  "  Q,"  in  regard  to  National  Aid  Society  was 
tabled. 

The  President  appointed  Brothers  Moye,  Bain  and  How- 
land  a  Committee  on  auditing  accounts  of  delegates. 

On  motion  the  meeting  adjourned  till  2:30  o'clock,  p.  m. 
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Evening  Session. 

The  Alliance  was  called  to  order  promptly  by  the  Presi- 
dent at  2:30  p.  m. 

By  request,  the  President  made  a  ruling  as  to. the  amend- 
ment as  per  mileage  of  delegates  and  other  members,  which 
was  as  follows :  That  the  change  in  the  Constitution  as  to 
actual  transportation  expenses  should  apply  to  this  meeting. 

On  motion  of  W.  S.  Barnes,  section  10  of  the  Constitu- 
tion was  amended  as  regards  the  transportation,  as  follows: 
"That  three  cents  per  mile  each  way  should  be  allowed  dele- 
gates for  private  teams,  used  in  getting  to  and  from  the 
State  Alliance." 

Moved  and  carried,  that  the  State  Alliance  adjourn  sine 
die  to-night  at  9  o'clock. 

Resolution  No.  21  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  of  this  State  Alliance  be 
authorized  and  directed  to  borrow  for  the  use  of  this  Alliance  $1,220 
from  the  Trustee  of  the  Business  Agency  Fund,  and  to  repay  the  same 
from  the  receipts  of  the  office  of  Secretary-Treasurer  and  State  Business 
Agent,  above  necessary  expenses;  and  the  Trustee  is  authorized  to  with- 
hold interest  due  on  said  funds  to  Secretary-Treasurer's  office  until  same 
is  paid. 

Report  of  Memorial  Committee  on  the  death  of  Colonel 
L.  L.  Polk,  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote;  also  the  recommen- 
dations made  in  said  report,  and  are  as  follows: 

POLK  MEMORIAL— RESOLUTIONS   STATE  ALLIANCE. 

f1  Whereas,  Under  the  dispensation  of  an  All-wise  Providence,  we  are 
called  upon  to  mourn  the  death  of  our  beloved  brother,  Leonidas  L. 
Polk,  President  of  the  Farmers'  Alliance  and  Industrial  Union  of 
America;  therefore, 

Resolved  1.  That  in  his  noble  life  and  service  were  embodied  thechar- 
acterof  a  patriotic  citizen,  a  faithful  soldier,  a  true  friend,  a  devout 
Christian  and  an  affectionate  and  loving  husband;  and 

2.  That  these  noble  attributes  of  his  unselfish  and  useful  life  we  hold 
up  as  an  example  worthy  the  emulation  of  every  true  lover  of  his  coun- 
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try,  of  the  welfare  of  society,  sacred  duty  to  his  Creator  and  Redeemer, 
and  every  lover  of  hearth  and  home. 

3.  That  his  magnetism  as  a  speaker  was  unsurpassed,  his  debating 
power  was  of  those  logical  reasoning  qualities  that  overcome  and 
silence  honest  opposition.  Tis  true  he  had  the  right  to  contend  against, 
and  oppression  and  injustice  to  condemn.  Yet  he  developed  a  marked 
trait  in  the  character  of  the  true  leader,  which  shirked  no  responsibility 
in  debate,  but  on  the  contrary  courted  discussion  with  the  enemies  of 
his  platform,  which  was  equal  rights  to  all  and  special  privileges  to  none. 

4.  That  the  crowning  motive  of  his  useful  life  was  devotion  to  duty, 
in  relieving  the  oppressed  and  championing  the  cause  of  the  weak. 

5.  That  in  his  close  communion  with  his  Creator  he  realized  that  his 
end  was  not  far  distant,  and  in  his  noble  soul  were  born  these  words, 
which  found  utterance  and  were  so  beautifully  expressive  of  the  desire 
of  his  life,  when  he  said:  "  I  am  standing  now  just  behind  the  curtain 
and  in  full  glow  of  the  coming  sunset.  Behind  me  are  the  shadows  on 
the  track,  before  me  lies  the  dark  valley  and  the  river.  When  I  mingle 
with  its  dark  waters  I  want  to  cast  one  lingering  look  upon  a  country 
whose  government  is  of  the  people,  for  the  people,  and  by  the  people." 

6.  That  in  the  death  of  our  noble  brother,  we  can  in  truth  say  that 
his  death  is  a  National  calamity,  and  we  tender  to  the  down-trodden 
and  oppressed  of  every  State  in  the  Union  our  sympathy,  for  they  have 
lost  indeed  and  in  fact  a  valuable  friend.  To  his  family  words  fail  to 
express  our  feelings,  in  attempting  to  tender  them  our  heartfelt  sympa- 
thy. Their  loss  is  irreparable,  and  each  and  every  member  of  the  State 
Alliance,  of  which  he  was  the  acknowledged  head,  tenders  their  heartfelt 
sympathy  in  this  sad  hour  of  sorrow  and  mourning. 

7.  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  to  the  family  of  the  de- 
ceased, and  to  The  Progressive  Farmer,  with  a  request  that  the  p'apers 
of  the  State  copy;  also  a  copy  to  be  spread  upon  the  minutes  as  a  part  of 
the  proceedings  of  this  Convention. 

Your  Committee  on  Polk  Memorial  Association  recom- 
mend the  following: 

Resolved,  1.  That  we  most  heartily  approve  the  plan  of  the  Association 
to  raise  a  monument  to  the  memory  of  our  deceased  and  illustrious 
National  President. 

2.  That  we  request  the  Association  to  make  an  appeal  to  every  County 
and  Sub-Alliance  in  North  Carolina  for  aid. 

3.  That  we  ask  that  our  membership  respond  promptly  and  liberally 
to  said  call. 

4.  That  we  ask  the  aid  and  co-operation  of  our  sister  State  Alliances 
and  all  kindred  organizations  to  aid  the  Association  in  carrying  out  its 
objects.  J.  M.  MEWBORNE, 

Chairman  Polk  Memorial  Association. 
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Resolution  No.  22,  by  J.  A.  Stevens,  was  adopted  as  fol- 
lows : 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  members  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Farmers' 
Alliance,  do  heartily  endorse  the  course  of  Hon.  S.  B.  Alexander  in  the 
present  Congress,  in  his  services  in  assisting  the  passage  of  the  "Anti- 
Option  Bill,"  "Postal  Stamp  Bill"  and  all  measures  pertaining  to  the 
advancement  of  the  interest  of  the  farmers  and  laborers  of  our  land. 

Resolution  No.  23,  by  J.  S.  Holt,  was  adopted  by  a  rising 
vote,  and  is  as  follows : 

Resolved,  By  the  State  Alliance,  assembled  at  Greensboro,  N.  C, 
August  11,  1892,  that  we  return  thanks  to  our  worthy  and  excellent 
brother,  Charles  C.  McMitchell,  Chairman  of  the  Reception  Committee, 
for  his  efficient  services  rendered  in  assisting  the  officers  of  this  Alliance 
in  making  suitable  arrangements  for  the  assemblage  of  this  body. 

Resolution  "0,"  section  3,  was  adopted  as  follows: 

Insert  after  the  word  "impeached"  in  line  5,  section  3  of  article  6  of  the 
Constitution,  "and  a  member  reprimanded,  suspended  or  expelled." 

Resolution  "K,"  in  regard  to  organ  of  the  State  Alliance, 
was  referred  to  Special  Committee. 

Resolution  "Y"  was  referred  to  Committee  on  Business 
Agency,  who  reported  and  recommended  that  the  matter  be 
referred  back  to  Stanly  County  Alliance. 

Resolution  No.  24  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  State  Business  Agent  be  authorized  to  inform  all 
firms  with  whom  he  trades,  of  any  defunct  or  irregular  sub- Alliances 
who  are  not  authorized  to  enjoy  the  rights  of  the  Order. 

Resolution  "N"  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

Resolved,  By  the  State  Alliance  now  in  Convention  assembled,  that  it 
respectfully  ask  the  next  Legislature  to  enact  a  law  favoring  the  intro- 
duction into  our  public  schools  of  text-books  treating  upon  the  Science 
of  Government  and  Political  Economy. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Internal  Improvements  was 
adopted  as  follows : 

The  State  Alliance  of  North  Carolina,  in  annual  session  assembled  at 
the  town  of  Greensboro,  North  Carolina,  do  recommend  to  the  Lecturers 
of  County  and  Sub-Alliances  to  take  steps  to  educate  the  membership 
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in  the  paramount  importance  of  rigid  economy  in  the  management  of 
their  individual  home  and  family  financial  affairs,  curtailing  their  ex- 
penses to  the  largest  extent  possible,  to  the  end  that  each  brother  may 
become  able  to  own  his  own  home  with  the  comforts  thereof,  and  above 
all  else,  educate  their  children  as  far  as  possible,  especially  the  girls,  for 
a  good  and  safe  government  depends  upon  the  lessons  of  an  educated 
motherhood.     Resolution  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Demands  and  Resolutions,  to  whom 
was  referred  a  resolution  pertaining  to  the  Tobacco  Trust, 
substituted  the  following,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  State  Alliance  of  North  Carolina  at  its  Annual  Ses- 
sion of  1892,  do  most  respectfully  memorialize  the  National  Alliance  and 
Industrial  Union,  at  its  next  session,  to  take  such  action  as,  in  their 
judgment,  may  be  effective  in  relieving  the  tobacco  producers  of  the 
United  States  from  the  oppression  inflicted  by  the  American  Tobacco 
Company,  or  any  similar  trust  or  combine,  and  that  the  delegates  from 
this  body  to  the  Supreme  Council  of  Farmers'  Alliance  and  Industrial 
Union  be  instructed  to  use  their  utmost  exertions  to  obtain  this  action 
by  that  body  at  its  next  Annual  Session. 

The  election  of  State  Business  Agent  was  announced  as 
being  in  order.  W.  H.  Worth  was  placed  in  nomination  by 
Bro.  Hoover,  and,  on  motion,  he  was  elected  by  acclamation. 

Bro.  S.  B.  Alexander,  whose  term  on  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee had  expired,  was  re-elected  by  acclamation. 

The  election  of  delegates  to  the  Supreme  Council  being 
next  business  in  order,  the  following  brethren  were  elected: 
Marion  Butler  and  S.  B.  Alexander,  delegates  at  large. 
Dr.  Cyrus  Thompson  and  W.  A.  Graham  were  chosen  as 
other  delegates. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary-Treasurer  was  instructed  to  pay 
Dr.  J.  E.  Person  acting  Doorkeeper,  to  be  paid  the  same 
mileage  and  per  diem  as  the  Doorkeeper,  was  to  receive. 

Resolutions  of  thanks  were  adopted,  and  are  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance,  at  its 
annual  session  held  in  the  city  of  Greensboro,  does  hereby  tender  to  the 
citizens  of  the  City  of  Flowers  its  thanks  for  the  freedom  of  the  city, 
so  courteously  extended  through  their  Mayor.  To  the  hotels,  boarding- 
houses  and  the  railroads,  for  reduced  rates  granted  by  them.  Likewise 
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to  Dr.  D.  W.  C.  Benbow  for  the  generous  tender  of  the  Benbow  Hall; 
and  the  officers  of  Guilford  County  for  the  use  of  the  courts-house;  and 
to  Guilford  County  Alliance  for  getting  rates  at  hotels  and  making  other 
arrangements  for  this  body. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  city  papers  be  furnished  with  copies  of  these 
resolutions. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  the  Secretary  eliminate 
from  the  proceedings  published,  such  matters  as  are  brought 
before  this  State  Alliance  which  he  thinks  best  should  be 
left  out. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Co-operation  and  Relief  to  whom 
several  plans  had  been  referred,  made  the  following  report 
in  lieu  of  all,  and  which  was  adopted  : 

To  the  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance : 

We,  your  Committee  on  Co-operation  and  Relief,  beg  to  say  we  have 
examined  and  carefully  investigated  every  plan  and  suggestion  submit- 
ted to  us,  and  ask  to  submit  the  following  plan: 

ARTICLE  I. 

Section  1.  This  plan  shall  be  known  as  the  Co-operative  and  Relief 
Association  of  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance,  and  every 
member  of  the  Farmers'  Alliance  in  good  standing  shall  be  a  beneficiary 
of  this  Relief  Association:  provided,  a  majority  of  his  Sub-Alliance  shall 
endorse  and  conform  to  these  requirements,  and  make  application  for 
enrollment  on  the  books  to  be  kept  by  the  State  Secretary. 

Sec.  2.  Each  Sub- Alliance  ratifying  this  plan  shall  furnish  its  Secre- 
tary, to  be  immediately  forwarded  to  the  State  Secretary,  the  sum  of 
ten  cents  quarterly  for  each  male  member  in  good  standing;  said  ten 
cents  to  be  taken  from  the  Treasury  of  said  Sub- Alliance. 

Sec.  3.  The  Committee  on  Good  of  the  Order  of  each  Sub- Alliance 
shall  estimate,  and  make  sworn  statement  of,  the  actual  loss  sustained 
by  any  beneficiary,  and  send  duplicate  of  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
State  Alliance. 

Sec.  4.  The  Secretary  Treasurer  on  receipt  of  such  statement  named 
in  section  three,  shall  forward  50  per  cent,  of  the  amount  estimated  in 
said  statement  to  said  beneficiary,  of  any  money  or  moneys  in  hand 
belonging  to  said  fund. 

Sec  5.  Any  Sub-Alliance  failing  to  pay  the  ten  cents  per  capita 
within  the  quarter,  shall  stand  suspended,  and  any  loss  sustained  in  said 
:Sub- Alliance  during  suspension  shall  not  be  paid  until  said  Alliance  is 
.restored  by  payment  of  all  dues. 

Sec  6.  Where  any  loss  sustained  is  covered  in  whole  or  in  part,  by 
any  other  insurance,  no  .part  of  it  shall  be  paid  by  this  Association,  and 
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not  over  two  hundred  dollars  ($200)  shall  be  paid  on  any  loss:  provided, 
also,  no  loss  caused  by  gross  negligence  shall  be  paid. 

Sec.  7.  The  management  of  this  Association  shall  be  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  President,  Secretary -Treasurer  and  Executive  Committee 
of  the  State  Alliance,  who  shall  make  all  necessary  arrangements  not 
herein  provided  for  in  securing  the  safety  of  the  fund,  and  the  full 
accomplishment  as  nearly  as  possible  of  the  object  herein  set  forth. 

On  motion,  the  Alliance  elected  four  alternates  to  the 
Supreme  Council, as  follows:  J.  M.  Mewborne,  M.  G.  Gregory, 
J.  T.  B.  Hoover,  A.  C.  Green;  and  if  any  delegate  should 
fail  to  attend,  the  nearest  alternate  to  this  delegate  should 
be  notified  to  attend. 

Brother  J.  M.  Mewborne  made  a  statement  in  regard  to  a 
loan  made  to  President  Butler  by  order  of  the  Executive 
Committee  through  W.  H.  Worth  for  $455. 

On  motion,  the  amount  of  $455  was  remitted  to  Bro. 
Butler,  and  the  note  held  against  him  by  W.  H.  Worth 
ordered  to  be  cancelled. 

On  motion,  the  President  exemplified  the  secret  work. 

On  motion,  the  Alliance  adjourned  till  8  o'clock  at  night. 


Night  Session. 

The  Alliance  was  called  to  order  at  8  o'clock. 

A  motion  was  made  and  carried,  that  a  copy  of  the  Con- 
stitution as  amended  by  this  meeting,  and  also  a  copy  of  the 
Minutes,  be  sent  to  each  Sub-Alliance  and  to  each  County 
President. 

The  special  Committee  upon  Organ  of  State  Alliance  made 
a  report,  and,  upon  motion,  the  following  was  adopted  as  a 
substitute :  "  That  we  endorse  The  Progressive  Farmer  as  the 
organ  of  the  State  Alliance." 

The  Committee  on  Demands  and  Resolutions  reported  on 
Resolution  No.  20.    Tabled  without  discussion. 

The  Alliance  adjourned  sine  die  at  9  o'clock.
